would  be  the  simple  and  sincere  ex¬ 
pressions  of  his  heart.  He  would 
spontaneously  and  constantly  grayi- 
tate  toward  the  infinite  Life-Centre, 
draw  inspiration  from  all  the  form* 
of  life  above  Li®,  and  emit  the  asme 
spirit  of  love  aad  good  will  to  all  the 
forms  around  find  beneath. 

If  proof  0/  this  position  be  de¬ 
manded,  I  ref «*•  the  questioner  to  any 
infant,  or  to  Infancy  in  general.  The 
new  born  child,  *0  far  as  it*  volun¬ 
tary  nature  or  organism  is  concerned, 
never  moves  a  muscle  only  as  it  is 
impel)*!  to  do  so  by  some  inboru 
wish,  and  never  repreaees  an  art  or 
motion  which  it  is  impelled  by  its 
innate  wishes  to  perform.  It  has  uo' 
conception  of  slavery  or  constraint, 
of  hypocrisy  or  lying,  Dor  of  social 
isolation  or  inferiority.  It  can  look 
on  tyrants  without  fear,  on  angela 
without  aw* ,  on  beasts  without  in¬ 
solence.  So  far  as  it  is  in  health,  it 
knows  no  evil.  To  tbe  healthy  in¬ 
fant,  as  to  Gj*l,  all  things  are  ‘very 
go.*l.' 

Iiribtry,  as  I  understand  the  word, 
is  a  general  name  for  ull  devices  and 
effort*  having  for  their  object  the 
subversion  or  suppression  of  this 
Natural  Order — the  order  of  Free¬ 
dom,  or  of  unforced  Love — and  t’.a 
subjugation  of  individuals  to  foreign 
or  unsympathixiug  wills  l>y  working 
externally  on  either  their  hopes  or 
*heir  fear*.  I  apply  the  word  Bril  - 
ery  to  all  processes,  whether  coercive 
or  seductive, ^hereby  men  or  things 
are  marie  to  pass  for  more  than  they 
rre,  or  whereby,  the  dishonest  array 
men's  prtaent  wont*  and  interests 
>. g&inst  their  manliness  and  sincerity. 

As  Idolatry  consists  in  mentally  put¬ 
ting  any  thing  less  than  Qod  into 
Gods  place,  so  Mam  monism  or  Brib¬ 
ery  consists  in  subverting  the  author¬ 
ity  of  Reason  and  Conscience  over  men 
by  operating  on  their  lower  passions  -, 
no  matter  whether  the  meant  em¬ 
ployed  be  a  purse  or  a  sword,  nor 
whether  the  corrupter  of  men  offer 
them  money  which  they  have  no 
moral  right  to  take,  or  threaten  do 
strip  them  of  money  that  is  honestlr 
Iheir  own.  Philosophically  speaking, 
Bribery  includes  every  form  of  Mam- 
monism  or  Corruption;  every  substi¬ 
tution  of  arbitrary  rewards  and  pen¬ 
alties  for  Nature’s  rewards  and  pen¬ 
alties;  every  device  for  impairing  tbe 
right  of  private  judgment,  or  for 
converting  rational  men  into  machines 
impelled  by  an  alien  and  a  selfish 
will,  either  through  intimidation  or 
seduction.  For  I  hold  that  Bribery, 
in  all  cases,  takes  it*  essential  char¬ 
acter  from  the  end  whioh  it  aims  at, 
not  from  the  means  which  it  employs. 

No  one  can  obtain  a  distinct  vision 
of,  and  ooolly  contemplate,  the  end 
which  Bribery  aims  at,  without  being 
surprised  at  the  enormity  of  that 
end,  and  tbe  infinitude  of  wickedness 
and  blasphemy  which  it  involves. 

To  resort  to  Bribery,  or  seduction 
and  intimidation,  as  a  aeons  of 
*  waving  one’s  fellow  men,  is  nothing 
loss  thau  a  practical  declaration  of 
war  against  the  Maker  and  Ruler  of 
the  Universe;  an  assault  upon  the 
system  of  eternal  order  And  harmony 
established  by  Almighty  God ! 

The  questions  here  naturally  arise, 
How  is  it  possible  for  human  imbecil¬ 
ity  to  commit  so  great  a  wrong* 

How  is  it  that  *0  great  a  wrong  can 
eveu  seem  to  triumph? 

To  the  first  of  these  queries  I  reply, 
that  the  weaker  or  sillier  a  man  may 
be,  the  greater  is  his  power  of  mias- 
iug  the  mark,  and  especially  his 
power  of  missing  The  Right 

As.  to  the  seeming  triumphs  of 
weakness  and  corruption — of  the  die 
order  of  Mammon  over  the  order  of 
Qt*] — they  exist  only  in  the  crazed 
imaginations  of  the  dishonest  -To 
leap  from  the  strong  tower  of  Right 
is  not  a  triumph  over  the  tower,  but 
a  fall  for  the  intoxicated  fool  who  seta 
Right  at  defiance.  His  momentary 
feelings  of  triumph  are  but  the  that 
fruits  of  his  self-induced  moral  blind¬ 
ness,  which  renders  him  too  stupid 
to  comprehend  God’s  justice,  or  to 
trace  bock  all  his  manifold  miseries 
to  the  sins  whenfce  they  were  sever¬ 
ally  born.  .  Men  who,  by  sinning 
against  reason  and  the  laws  of  life, 
derange  their  physical  senses,  make 
themselves  subject  to  physical  illu 
stoas;  and,  by  committing  the  same 
tins  on  the  moral  plane,  they  obtain 
moral  insanity  aa  their  rewaid,  and 
fancy  themselves  triumphant  over  the 
power  and  the  order  of  God.— May 
God  help  them ’—But  how  can  the 
ever  truthful,  freedom  respecting  God 
help  poor  creatures  who  will  only- 
open  their  eyes  to  darkness  and  their 
ears  to  lies!  Neither  God  nor  his 
levers  can  stoop  to  Bribery;  and  the

Nature  never  flatters  her  servants, 
those  whom  she  serves ;  and 
never  palliates  the  sacrifices  of  pride, 
and  ease,  and  popularity,  which  sb# 
requires  from  them.  While  the  dis¬ 
penser  of  bribe#  offer*  wealth  and 
conventional  dignities  cheap,  conferr¬ 
ing  the  unjust  possession  of  riche# 
upon  thieves,  and  the  show  of  honors 
upou  cheats  and  blasphemers,  Naturs 
reserves  her  j$ze#  for  those  who  do 
genuine  work,  and  who  dare  to  sacri¬ 
fice  themselves,  if  need  be,  in  ouu 
forming  to  her  system  of  truth  and 
justice.  She  aims,  not  to  ilozzle  the 
vain,  but  to  bless  ^the  true  ;  and  she 
is  content  to  bless  them  in  silence. 
She  even  allow*  those  who  serve  her 
truly — who  do  battle  with  tbe  cheat* 
end  wrongs  of  to  day  instead  of  the 
chest*  am!  wrongs  that  are  obsolete 
or  afar  uff— to  be  seemingly  rewarded, 
for  a  time,  with  poverty  and  oon- 
terapt,  or  with  popular  execration  and 
crucifixion.  But  the  desolation  of 
Truths  servant*  or  obeyers  i»  never 
more  than  seeming,  and  is  only  for  a 
time  From  every  despised  or  evil- 
requited  lalxir  thsir  arms  acquire  an 
increase  of  strength,  or  their  souls  nn 
increase  of  fortitude  and  self  reliance. 
Kverv  paiu  aud  indignity  -that  is 
forced  upon  them  by  Truth  s  enemies, 
t  -mporarily  burning  into  their 
wounded  spirits,  leaves  behind  iV-'A 
glow  of  heavenly  peace,  and  estab- 
li*hes  the  soul  iu  powers^  and  joy*, 
aud  honors,  that  endure  forever. 
Who  can  doubt  that  Socrates,  for 
example,  derives  manifold  and  eternal 
lieuefits  from  the  wrongs  done  him 
by  his  persecutors,  or  that  their  cup 
of  poison  was  a  strengthsner  of  his 
leal  self,  a  potent  invigorator  of  Ihb 
spirit’s  immortality  and  life  ?  The 
howling  storm  that  shakes  the  true 
man's  brauches  silently  strengthens 
his  roots,  addiug  years  to  the  life  of 
his  trunk  by  takmg  moments  from 

the  life  of  his  foliage.
